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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 is considered to be indefinite because the 
phrase "a flow rate corresponding to a set tonnage" has not been clearly defined in the 
claim. It is especially not clear as to what is meant by the recited "set tonnage", or how 
the flow rate is supposed to correspond to a set tonnage. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is not clear as to how the flow rate of the valve is supposed to correspond to the recited 
"set tonnage". 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.SC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either the admitted prior art or Kawakami et al. Both the admitted prior art as shown in 
Fig. 7 and Kawakami et al are considered to disclose the claimed invention except for 
the recitation of the flow rate corresponding to a set tonnage. The setting of the flow rate 
of the refrigerant flowing through the valve is considered to be a matter of obvious 
choice to one of ordinary skill in the expansion valve art. No criticality or unexpected 
results are seen or have been demonstrated for the flow rate corresponding to a set 
tonnage. Furthermore, one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to correspond the 
flow rate as needed or desired. 

7. Figure 7 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.
